-The demented 
daughter of James Cleveland poisoned 
the whole family of six by putting strych- 
nine in the coffee. Mr. Cleveland (lied, 
and one daughter is in a precarious con- 
dition. The poisoner has wandered off 
and is supposed to have committed sui- 
cide. 

Dknvkii, Sept. 22. — Particulars of a 
twelve-sided duel between some cowboys 
has just reached here. It seems that 
lieorge Howard, ow ner of a herd of three 
thousand cattle, and John Kclley, owner 
of a herd of four thousand, were driving 
in company from Arizona east. North of 
Trinidad, on the plains, the two herds 
were to separate. Howard was to follow 
the' Santa Fe trail to Kansas City, and 
Kelley was to drive north to Denver. On 
the route accidental mingling of the ani- 
mals had been made, and Howard in- 
sisted on having his stock out, hut was 
unwilling to deliver Kelley s, and it waa 
finally agroud to settle the matter by a 
battle between six picked men of each 
party. Accordingly twelve men ranged 
themselves on horseback, the two Hides 
being fifty feet apart. At u signal from 
the employers the light began. At the 
first lire four nun were instantly killed, 
tieorgo Lester, of lvelloy's party, was 
Hhot through the breast. One of Howard s 
men fell with ,i ball through his head, 
and two others of the party wero shot 
shrough the heart. The disengaged mem- 
bers of the Howard party, with the ex- 
cop'iuiiof their employer, fled to camp. 
tti)lley then rode up to Jloward, and pro- 
posed that they should tight it. out. 
Howard declined, stating that he under- 
stood that the matter had already been 
sett led according to the terms of the battle 
made beforehand. This settled the mat- 
ter, and a quiet interchange of the mixed 
cattle was then made. 

Sew Yonii, Sept. 22.— A terrible acci- 
dent occurred this morning in ihe Fourth 
avenue tunned, at the SGth streot station. 
The New Haven train, standing on tho 
south bound side truck, was run 



into by tlu; Harlem local. The two rear 
cars were demolished. Four persons were 
killed and 1!) badly injured. Most of 
the passengers were school girls on their 
way to the Normal , College. It was 
some time before all anxiety concerning 
thorn was relieved. After some hours 
of hard work the wrecked locomotive wns 
taken from the track.

She 
was removed to the receiving hospital, 
but died before reaching there. She ap- 
pears about 25 years of ago, and no one 
thus far has been able to identify her. 
When first discovered the unfortunate 
young woman was lying on the track 
under the wheels. 

San Francisco, Sept. 21. — The Cali- 
fornia conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church opened yesterday at the 
First Methodist church in Oakland. 

While Assistant Chief Engineer Brady 
was answering an alarm of tire this after- 
noon, a team attached to an express 
wagon became alarmed and run away. 
The team ran into Brady 'h buggy, causing 
his horse to become unmanageable, and 
ho was thrown out and instantly killed. 
The driver of the express wagon is said to 
be very badly injured.

The article which appeared in this jour- 
nal on Friday with inspect to the wretch- 
mi condition of the telegraphic service 
has met with the approval of the public. 
It is a matter of extreme regret and dis- 
paraging comment that day after day the 
Victoria newspapers appear without a 
single scrap of news except such as is 
dredged from the columns of the Oregon 
and Washington newspapers with a pair 
of scisaors. When Mr. Gisborno inaugu- 
rated his system the press and public 
were promised a more efficient service 
than before. So far as the lines within 
the province are concerned the promise 
1ms boon kent ; but when the nature of 
the connections witli the outer world are 
taken into consideration scarcely any one 
will deny that they were never worse 
than now. The cause of the difficulty 
lies in the arrangement by which the offi- 
ces in British Columbia are closed at 8 
o'clock each evening. This early closing 
movement is necessitated by the weak- 
ness of the operating force, particularly 
at the Victoria office, where only one 
operator is employed, in spite of the fact 
that in a twelvemonth the business of 
thi' office has about doubled. A radical 
change is necessary and it can be brought 
about by a slight increase of the stall' and 
the establishment of the Westminster and 
Victoria offices on a "night" footing. The 
present arrangement is paltry and ineffi- 
cient. It trifles with the public inter- 
ests because it does not supply the want 
of a regular and efficient service. Less 
than §150 a month would cure the evil 
and place the province on an even foot- 
in with tin: Slates south of the line. It 
was shown on Friday how dispatches to 
Her Majesty, which announced the safe 
arrival of the royal party at Esquimalt, 
could not be forwarded on Tuesday night 
for the reason that the offices had been 
■ closed early in the evening. This incon- 
venience was keenly felt by Her Uoyal 
Highness and the Governor-general. Sim- 
ilar inconveniences are experienced every 
day by the business public, and it was in 
the hope that the Governor-general would 
direct the attention of the government to 
the unsatisfactory condition of affairs thai 
allusion was made to it. The organ pro- 
poses as a roinody for the present state of 
affairs the early establishment of commu- 
nication via Kamloops and the North- 
west. Hut that avenue of communication 
ahould not bo an ult iff native; it should be 
an additional one. Although, as our con 
temporary says, we should then bo inde- 
pendent of " foreign companies,'' what 
Mould follow ! A message intended for 
a point in Washington Territory sixty 
miles from Victoria would have to make 
the circuit of the continent before it 
could reach its destination ! By all means 
,)ot communication via the Northwest bo 
hastened; but let "existing lines of com- 
munication" be maintained (in accord- 
ance with the terms of union) as well. 
To sever communication with California 
would be a serious injury to commerce 
and would, in point of fact, result in the 
withdrawal of more than one business 
house from the city. No good reason is 
advanced why at an expenditure of §150 
per month a night service should not be 
secured immediately- next week, say— 
and the public placed in the possession of 
regular news dispatches daily. But if the 
Dominion government wait until the 
overland telegraph has been completed 
the result will be that many months must 
elapse before there will be any improve- 
ment. Tho Dominion have a line ready 
built to their hands and offices at New 
Westminster. All that is necessary is to 
apply a little more "steam" — that is, 
clerical help — at a trilling cost, and the 
increase of business will more than pay 
for the increased cost. Before taking 
leave of this important subject we would 
remark that tho statement of the organ 
that The Culuiiint is a "strenuous sup- 
porter" of a scheme to "lay a cable across 
the straits to this city and establish an 
office in rivalry with the Dominion of- 
fice" is untrue. We are not in favor of 
any such schemo unless the Dominion 
government should abandon the present, 
line and adopt the roundabout proposi- 
tion of the organ. The only journal in 
the provinco that has advocated the cable 
schemo is the Htuntlard itself. On tho lid 
of duly last, in speaking of the project, 
it wrote: "The J'ost- Intelligencer says: 
' Seattle is now in telegraphic commu- 
nication with Dungoness, nearly twenty 
miles below Port Townsend and 
sixty from Seattle. This extension will 
lie of considerable benefit to mariners, 
and we hope of pecuniary profit to the 
company. We now suggest that the 
I'uget Sound Company, or some one else 
lay a cable across the Straits of Fuca to 
Victoria, for which a tine ttade awaits.' 
Tho suggestion is a good one, added the 
Standard, and the business men of this 
city would be glad to see it carried into 
effect."

At the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of tho Northern Pacific Railroad 
. on the. 21st inst. the report of President 
Villard was read. It shows gross earn- 
ings for the fiscal year ending .June 150, 
1882, 85,430,305; operating expenses, in- 
cluding rents and taxes, 83,572,840; net 
earnings, §1,857,405 ; increase of not 
earnings over previous year, 8888,335; 
average number of miles operated, 707; 
increase in net earnings per mile, 8884; 
number of passengers arriving and leav- 
ing the eastern termini at St. Paul, Du- 
luth and Superior City, 188,800; increase, 
71,644. The earnings of the eastern 
division show a gain of 02 pur emit., and 
the freight movement shows an equal per 
ortlitago of increase. During the year the 
ends of the track have advanced from the 

• east 183 miles, and from the west 100 
miles; total, 202 miles ; leaving on June 
:S0, 1882, 572 miles to be built. This will 
be lessened by the close of 1882 to prob- 
ably 300 miles, leaving 272 miles of track 
to be laid at January, 1883. The final 
connection of tracks is expected to be 
ir.ado during 1883.

cents. In Middleboruugh u costs 54 
cents. The Leeds corporation supplies 
gas to that town at 43 cents per 1000, and 
the engineer of the gas works at Leeds 
says it can be supplied to consumers at a 
profit for 25 cents per loot). Very few 
large towns of England pay more than 7o 
cents at present. In exceptional cases, 
however, it costs 81.50. or even more. 
These are mostly small towns. 

Previous to 1870 gas shares were worth 
in the metropolis about 210 per cent 
on an average. The average is now 
about 175 per cent, but the yield to the 
investor has increased nearly two per 
cent. Some of those who hold official 
places in gas companies say that the 
lighting of the streets has never been a 
great source of profit, but that the chief 
revenue has been from private consumers. 
Gas is largely used now for heating pur- 
poses in gas stoves; also for running gas 
engines and in gas ovens; and its use for 
these purposes is rapidly increasing. The 
chairman of one of the leading gas com- 
panies recently claimed that these uses, 
added to the sales of coke, tar, and other 
residuals, would of themselvus leave them 
with a profit, even if they supplied the 
gas for lighting purposes only for noth- 
ing. Electricity must reach very low- 
prices indeed in England before it can 
compete with gas in coat . Indeed, there 
are very few stable investments in Great 
Britain, other than gas shares, which 
regularly yiold ten per cent,— London 
Letter.

Tho Agricultural Show. 

A large number of people yestorday, 
probably .'SOO, availed themselves of tho 
tine morning and tho commodious steam- 
er Wilson G. Hunt for a trip to Maple 
Bay and Nanainio. The enjoyment go- 
ing up among the excursionists was very 
general and the time passed away speed- 
ily till North Saanich was reached where 
an addition was made to the number on 
board. At 12:30 a majority of the ex- 
cursionists landed, but many went the 
round trip to Nanainio.

As usual there was a large turn out of 
the settlers from Chemainus, Salt Spring 
Island, Someuos and South Cowichan. 
The root exhibits were generally of great 
size and excellent quality, but so far as 
quantity was concerned, there was a fall- 
ing oil' from former years.

The fruit was fully np to tho standard 
of former years both as to variety, si/.o 
' and quality. Sail Spring Island, as usu- 
al, contributed some good peaches, plums, 
| pears and apples. 

In butter there was a good show and a 
lively competition for prizes in both tub 
and fresh samples. The lady judges in 
: this article had a ditlieult task to perform 
i in making I heir ;i wards, on account of the 
uniform excellence of this description of 
dairy pioduce. 

Some very tine and artistically arranged 
bouquets decorated one end of the table 
upon which the fruits were spread out. 

The exhibit of live stock was not 
superior to former years. Improvement 
in thin important branch of the agricul- 
turist's occupation is not, so decided or so j 
manifest as could bo desired among the 
farmers of this large district. It must bo j 
borne in mind, however, that (hero is 
considerable good stock in the district, 
but distance from the show ground and : 
other obstacles interfere with placing it all 
on exhibition. Two very handsome Hork- | 
shire pigs were on show. Some nearly 
thoroughbred lows were also entered.
